piercing the weatherseal with the fastening peg to form an opening in the 
weatherseal of a diameter less than the first and second flanges; 

parti^y advancing the fastening peg through a second dimension less than the 
first dimension where%^ the first flange passes through the weatherseal opening and the se:ond 
flange does not pass through the weatherseal opening; and 

wherein Sie advancing step includes rotating the fasterung peg at a first rotational 
velocity to form the opemng in the weatherseal, and subsequently rotating the fastening peg at a 
slower, second rotational yelocity to advance a portion of the fastening peg into a fir^t cav..ty of 
the weatherseal. 


22, (Amended) The method of claim 16 wherein the advancing step is terminated ifter 
the first flange hak advanced through the weatherseal opening. 
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
